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WPB Fixes Per Cent of Pack to Reserve for Government 


Canners are ordered to set aside percentages of certain 
canned fruits and vegetables from their 1942 packs (calendar 
year) for allocation to various government agencies. In- 
structions to this effect are embodied in Conservation Order 
M-86 and Supplementary Order M-86-a, issued March 13th 
by the War Production Board. The primary purpose of 
Conservation Order M-86 is to promote the defense of the 
United States by assuring that sufficient supplies of certain 
canned foods for the needs of various government agencies 
are set aside by the producers of these products. Supple- 
mentary Order M-86-a directs canners to set aside stated 
percentages of certain canned fruits and vegetables they will 
pack in 1942, These percentages supersede the tentative 
percentages issued at the Chicago convention and published 
in the February 7 Inrormation Letter. 


Within the next 30 days, canners who packed certain fruits 
and vegetables that were restricted by Tin Conservation 
Order M-81; namely, apples, applesauce, apricots, red sour 
pitted cherries, sweet cherries, pineapple, fresh prunes, 
beets, carrots, pumpkin and spinach; are required to file, 
with the Director of Industry Operations, WPB, Washington, 
D. C., a report showing the number of dozens of such items 
packed in 1940. Canners who packed any of these designated 
products in 1941, but did not pack them in 1940, are re- 
quired to report their 1941 production. Forms for making 
such reports will be supplied to canners by WPB as quickly 
as they can be printed and distributed. 


Within 15 days after the completion of his 1942 pack, 
the canner is required to report his total production in 1942 
on a Seasonal Pack Report Form, which also will be supplied 
to all canners as soon as printing and distribution can be 
arranged, 


Both of these report forms are reproduced below to give 
canners an idea of the format which will be required for 
filing of the reports. Printing of the actual forms is under 
way and in the meantime WPB has requested canners to 
await their receipt and not send in advance requests for 
copies, 

During the 1942 canning season and immediately after- 
wards, the foods so reserved for government use will be inven- 
toried and inspected. While Order M-86-a requires canners 
to merely reserve a certain quantity of their canned foods 
subject to release at a later date, it is believed that the 
Government plans to purchase the entire quantities so set 
aside, providing the quality is acceptable. 

Tables I and II in Supplementary Order M-86-a show in 
order of preference the grades and can sizes to be set aside. 
The canner is required to reserve the grade specified as the 
first preference to the extent that his total production of 
that grade is sufficient. Any deficiency of production of the 
first preferred grade shall be made up by the second prefer- 


ence. Should his production of these two grades be in- 
sufficient, the final balance shall be set aside from a third 
preference. Can sizes also are listed in order of preference, 
the larger cans being preferred in line with the tinplate 
conservation program. 


Separate tables have been set up in the order differentiating 
between products on which the use of tinplate is unrestricted 
and those on which the use of tinplate has been restricted 
by Conservation Order M-81. Products listed on Table I 
are unrestricted in 1942 and may be packed to the full 
extent of crop and production facilities. The Government 
wants the following products set aside in the percentages 
of each canner’s 1942 pack: 


Product

The use of tinplate in packing products listed on Table II 
is restricted by Conservation Order M-81. The government 
requirements are expressed in terms of a percentage of 
such restricted packs, which amount may be packed in 
addition to the production allowed for civilian trade. The 
Government wants these additional canned food products 
set aside in the following percentages: 


Pineapple 

Freestone peaches 

Fresh Italian prunes... .... 
....... 

Pumpkin .... 


The canner may obtain the necessary cans required to 
pack these additional allowed percentages by filing a certifi- 
cate with the can manufacturer, certifying that he is familiar 
with the terms of Conservation Order M-86 and that he will 
not use any of the cans purchased in violation of the order. 

The percentages listed in Table II, as outlined above, when 
applied to a specific canner, represent an amount which 
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that canner may pack for governmental use, which amount 
is in addition to the restricted percentages set forth in 
Tinplate Conservation Order M-81. For example: If a 
canner packed 100,000 cases of beets in 1940 under M-81 he 
will be allowed to pack 75,000 cases during the year 1942. 
Supplementary Order M-86-a, Table II, permits this canner 
to pack an additional 60 per cent of these 75,000 cases, or an 
additional 45,000 cases for the Government. 


The quantity of certain canned fruits and vegetables which 
the canner is required to set aside is considerable, and the 
Government appreciates the need for prompt allocation and 
purchase of these products to enable canners to receive 
prompt payment for their merchandise, The order provides 
that these canned food products be set aside for 60 days 
following the date on which a canner files his 1942 Seasonal 
Pack Report. At the expiration of this 60-day period, if 
his pro rata share of canned foods has not been allotted, 
he may mail or file an appropriate notice with the Director 
of Industry Operations to the effect that such canned foods 
are being held for another 30 days and if they have not been 
contracted for at the end of that time, he intends to sell 
them to civilian trade. Canners are urged to file the re- 
quired Pack Reports promptly with WPB and to cooperate 
in their dealings with the Agricultural Marketing Service 
by accurately quoting the cans in each lot so that they may 
be properly separated. AMS inspectors and Government 
buyers will be contacting them to grade the required 
percentage of their pack and arrange for its allocation and 
purchase.

Conservation Order M-86 


The fulfillment of requirements for the defense of the 
United States has created a shortage in the supply of mate- 
rials used in canning foods for defense, and the following 
Order is deemed necessary and appropriate in the public 
interest and to promote the national defense: 


Section 1084.1 Conservation Order No. M-86 


(a) Applicability of Priorities Regulation No. 1 


This Order and all transactions affected thereby are sub- 
ject to the provisions of Priorities Regulation No. 1 (Part 
944), as amended from time to time, except to the extent that 
any provision hereof may be inconsistent therewith, in which 
case the provisions of this Order shall govern. 


(b) Definitions 
For the purposes of this Order: 
(1) “Canner” shall mean any Person engaged in the busi- 


ness of canning foods in hermetically sealed metal or glass 
containers and sterilizing the same by the use of heat. 


(2) “Pack” shall mean the total amount, by weight, of all 

ades of any particular food canned by any Canner during 
the packing season in a particular locality after January 1, 
1942. This definition of “pack” shall not be deemed to af- 
fect or change the meaning of the term “pack” as used in 
Conservation Order M-81, wherein such term refers to area 
of tinplate or terneplate. 


(3) “Government Agency” shall mean any officer, board, 
agency, commission, or government-owned or government- 


controlled corporation of the United States 
designated by the Director of Industry Operations. 
(c) Restrictions on Canners 

(1) Each Canner shall set aside for the requirements of 
Government Agencies such canned foods packed by him as 
the Director of Industry Operations may from time to time 
order, without regard to previously existing contracts. All 
such foods so set aside shall, unless and until released, be 
held for allocation to any Government Agency by the Direc. 
tor of Industry Operations. There shall not be calculated 
as part of the canned foods required to be set aside by this 
paragraph, canned foods delivered to any government agency 
when not so allocated to such Agency by the Director of 
Industry Operations. 


(2) Each canner shall, within fifteen days after he has 
completed a seasonal Pack, or in the instance of a non-sea- 
sonal product, at such times as may be prescribed, mail to or 
file with the War Production Board a report thereof in such 
form as may, from time to time, be prescribed by the Diree- 
tor of Industry Operations. 


(3) If any canned foods set aside for the requirements of 
Government Agencies have not been purchased within sixty 
days after the mailing or filing of the report prescribed in 

agraph (c)(2), or such other time as the Director of 

ndustry Operations may fix, the Canner may notify the War 

Production Board, in writing, that if such canned foods are 
not purchased within thirty days he will no longer hold such 
foods set aside. If any of such canned f is not pur- 
chased within thirty days after the mailing or filing of such 
notice, and if no further order is issued with res to it, 
it shall be deemed released and shall be available for un- 
restricted sale and distribution. 


(d) Certificates and Reports Relating to the Cans Covered 
by this Order 


(1) Certificates. Each Canner who purchases any cans 
to pack any food for governmental use pursuant to this 
Order—whether such purchase is by contract or on open 
account order—shall furnish to the can manufacturer from 
whom he buys, a certificate, signed by an authorized official, 
in substantially the form attached hereto as “Exhibit A,” 
which shall constitute a certification to the War Production 
Board that such canner is familiar with the terms of this 
Order (in its present form or as it may be amended from 
time to time) and that, during the life of this Order he will 
not use any cans purchased from such can manufacturer in 
violation of its terms. Only one such certificate covering all 
present and future purchases from a given can manufacturer, 
need be furnished by a canner to that can manufacturer but 
no can manufacturer shall be entitled to rely on any such 
certificate if he knows, or has reason to believe it to be false. 


(2) Reports. Each Canner shall file such additional re- 
ports as the War Production Board may prescribe for the 
purpose of effective administration of this Order. 


(e) Inspection and Grading 


Any canned foods required to be set aside under this Order 
shall be subject to inspection and grading at any time by 
the Director of Industry Operations, or any government

Any Person affected by this Order who considers that 
compliance herewith would work an exceptional or unreasom 
able hardship upon him, may appeal to the Director of In 
dustry Operations by letter, setting forth the pertinent facts 
‘and reasons such Person considers that he is entitled to 
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relief. The Director may thereupon take such action as he 
deems appropriate. 
(g) Records 


All persons affected by this Order shall keep and preserve 
for not less than two years accurate and complete records 
concerning inventories, purchases, production and sales. 


(h) Audit and Inspection

(j) Violations 


Any Person who wilfully violates any provision of this 
Order, or who by any act or omission falsihes records to be 
kept or information to be furnished pursuant to this Order, 
may be prohibited from receiving further deliveries of any 
Material subject to allocation, and such further action may 
be taken as is deemed appropriate, including a recommenda- 
tion for prosecution un ion 35 (A) of the Criminal 
Code (18 U. S. C. 80). 


(k) Effective Date and Termination 
This Order shall take effect on the date of issuance hereof, 
and, shall continue in effect until revoked.

Interpretation No. 1 of Conservation Order M-81 


The following official interpretation is hereby issued by 
the Director of Industry Operations with respect to Conserva- 
tion Order M-81 (Section 1068.1 Conservation Order No.

Except where other limits are specified in Table II of 
Conservation Order M-81, paragraph (c)(3) of said order 
limits the amount of tinplate which may be used to pack 
the secondary products listed in Table II of said order to 
100 per cent of the amount of tinplate used during the year 
1940. As stated in the heading to said Table II, these limits 
“relate only to the pack permitted for civilian consumption. 
To the extent of additional requirements by the Army, Navy. 
Lend-lease or other U. S. Governmental Agency, such pack 
may be increased.” 

Conservation Orders M-86 and M-86-a (Sections 1084.1, 
1084.2) require specified amounts of secondary products to 
be set aside for purchase by the Government. Orders M-86 
and M-86-a do not require that actual purchase orders must 
have been placed for such goods before they are so set aside. 


A question has arisen whether such additional pack is 
prohibited by Order M-81 when not made to fill an actual 
purchase order with a preference rating of higher than A-2, 
in accordance with paragraph (g) of said Order M-81. 
Such pack is not prohibited. The exception set forth in the 
heading of Table II of Order M-81 permitting a pack for 
governmental requirements in addition to the quantity 
limitations of said Table II applies to the pack required 
to be set aside pursuant to Orders M-86 and M-86-a so that 
only such amount of canned goods as are required to be

set aside by said orders may be packed outside the quantity 
limitations of Order M-81, whether or not actual purchase 
orders for such canned goods have been placed by any gov- 
ernmental agencies. 

When such products are not set aside pursuant to Order 
M-86 they are within the quantity limitations of said Table 
Il even although they are ultimately purchased by the Army, 
Navy, Lend-lease or other U. S. governmental agency. 


The individual restrictions set forth in Order M-81 relating 
to can sizes, repacking, and specific limitations on the form 
in which a product may be packed, apply to all products 
whether or not they are being set aside for purchase by the 
Army, Navy and other governmental agencies.

Howard Hamilton to Administer Order M-86-a 


J. Howard Hamilton, special adviser, Division of Pur- 
chases, War Production Board, has been designated by WPB 
as administrator of Order M-86-a, under which canners are 
directed to set aside certain percentages of their 1942 packs 
of specified fruits and vegetables for the use of government 
agencies, 


Effort Made to Increase Cotton Bag Production 


An order designed to increase the production of cotton 
bags for agricultural and chemical products was issued on 
March 10 by the War Production Board. A shortage in bags 
has developed because of increased demands by the armed 
services for cloths formerly used in manufacturing agri- 
cultural bags, such as burlap and osnaburg, and a decrease 
in supply caused by the war. 


The order (M-107), by making certain weights and widths 
of osnaburg, sheetings, and print cloth “suitable for agri- 
cultural bags” and assigning a high priority rating (A-2) to 
orders for these fabrics, is expected to increase production. 
Mills capable of converting their looms to the manufacture 
of cloth for bags are required under the order to fill such 
purchase orders even though they might prefer to devote 
their capacity to other goals. 


WPB Extends Iron and Steel Rating 


The War Production Board on March 11 extended until 
June 30 Preference Rating Order P-79 which assigns an A-5 
rating to deliveries of iron or steel products, except wire, 
used in the manufacture of non-metal containers. Under the 
order a rating of A-7 is applicable to deliveries of wire. 
The scope of the order also was broadened to include paper 
containers in the products of the cooperage, wooden, and 
paper board container industries. 


Freight Rate Increase Effective March 18 


The six per cent increase in freight rates on canned foods, 
granted by the Interstate Commerce Commission on March 2, 
will go into effect on March 18. New tariffs embodying the 
increases authorized by the Commission under Ex parte 
No. 148 were filed on March 7. Last week's Lerten errone- 
—_ reported that the new rates would become effective

CLAIM DECISIONS FAVORABLE TO CANNERS 


Two Appeals Among Consumer Complaints About 
Canned Foods Dismissed by Courts 


The favorable outcome of several cases tried recently, 
involving alleged illness or injuries attributed to canned 
products, will be of interest to the entire industry. In two 
of these cases there were appeals, involving important ques- 
tions of law as well as of fact, and the successful outcome 
of the appeals should be gratifying, not only to the par. 
ticular canners concerned, but to the industry as well, 


One appeal was handled by the Association's Los Angeles 
counsel. It involved alleged injuries attributed to the pres 
ence of a foreign substance in a can of food. The case 
was tried before a judge, without a jury, and judgment was 
given for the defendant, from which the plaintiff appealed. 
The higher court affirmed the lower court's decision on the 
ground that the plaintiff failed to establish that the foreign 
substance was in the food at the time the can was opened. 
An interesting but very technical law question was involved, 
but the appellate judges disregarded this and affirmed the 
judgment on the failure of proof, above mentioned. 


The other appeal was handled by the Association's attor- 
neys in New York City. In this case, involving alleged illness 
due to canned fish, the trial judge had given judgment for 
the plaintiffs in a fairly substantial sum, from which an 
appeal was taken by the Association's attorneys. Here, again, 
there were certain important legal questions which the appel- 
late court failed to pass upon, but it reversed the judgment 
of the lower court and dismissed the complaint on the ground 
that the plaintiffs failed to prove that the illness complained 
of was caused by the canned fish. 


In both of these appeals it would have been preferable, 
from the industry standpoint, to have the decisions based on 
the legal questions involved, rather than on failure of proof, 
but the decisions are nevertheless important because none 
of the plaintiffs was successful and there was no extension 
of legal principles rendering it easier for plaintiffs to prevail 
in cases of this sort. 


Another case in which the outcome was very gratifying was 
handled by the Association's attorneys in Boston, and in 
volved illness. The case was tried before a judge and jury, 
but it never got to the jury, due to able argument and haw 
dling by defense counsel, who persuaded the judge that he 
should give a directed verdict for the defense. Plaintiff's 
counsel failed to take exception to the court's ruling, thus 
completely disposing of the case. 


In a New York City case involving alleged injuries due 
to “glass” in canned salmon, one of the chemists in the 
Association's Research Laboratory attended the trial and 
gave the court technical information on the harmless crystals 
of magnesium ammonium phosphate which are occasionally 
found in canned seafood and which have some resemblance 
to splinters of glass. The plaintiff's testimony apparently 
had not impressed the judge, and after hearing the techn 
evidence on phosphate crystals he dismissed the complaint. 


One of the recent cases was in Chicago, a locality in which 
the food claim “racket” is not very prevalent, considering 
its size, but in which a troublesome claim arises occasionally. 
This was an action for substantial damages, involving the 
alleged presence of glass in a canned meat product. The 
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Association's Chicago attorney did excellent work in dis- 
crediting the plaintiff's story, aided by convincing testimony 
in behalf of the canner to show the care exercised in packing 
the product. The jury was not long in bringing in a verdict 
of “not guilty”. 

In all of these cases the Association had arranged for a 
thorough investigation when the claim was first reported to 
it, and it is felt that this played an important part in the 
final outcome. 


Production of Rubber-tired Tractors Halted 


The shortage in crude rubber forced the War Production 
Board to order the production of farm tractors requiring 
rubber tires stopped, effective May 1. The order, issued 
March 9, also limits the production of rubber tired tractors 
during the month of March to 55 per cent of the January- 
February average production and during the month of April 
to 40 per cent of the same average. Tractors affected are 
wheel types of belt horse power and garden tractors. 


Index of INFORMATION LETTER Published 


With last week’s Inrormation Letter was mailed a six- 
page index of the material published in the Letter during 
1941. This index is prepared primarily for the increasing 
number of canners who maintain permanent files of the 
InrormaTion Letrer and who find that many of the ques- 
tions they would otherwise have to handle through corre- 
spondence can be answered by consulting these files. 

The Association again urges all members to make the 
InronMATION LETTER a permanent part of their office records. 
If canners wish to have suitable binders for the Lerten, the 
Association will supply them at a cost of $1 each, postpaid. 


WPB Acts to Reduce Paper Board Consumption 


In order to reduce consumption of paper board the War 
Production Board has requested manufacturers of folding 
and set-up boxes to reduce the density and finish of box 
board, standardize the design, and eliminate some sizes of 
boxes. The suggested changes in specifications relate par- 
ticularly to boxes for baked goods, cereals, confectionery, 
cosmetics, crackers, dairy, hardware, and medicinal prod- 
ucts, retailers’ boxes, soap, sporting goods, textile goods, 
tobacco and related products, and toys. 


MacKeachie Transfers to War Department 


Douglas C, MacKeachie became a deputy director of pro- 
curement and distribution of the War Department on March 
9. Formerly, Mr. MacKeachie was Director of Purchases, 
War Production Board. Before leaving WPB Mr. Mac- 
Keachie announced the appointment of Houlder Hudgins 
& Deputy Director of the Division of Purchases. 

Mr. Hudgins, president of the Sloane-Blabon Corporation 
of New York City, thus becomes the ranking official in the 
WPB's exercise of general direction over war purchasing. 
He succeeds Arthur B. Newhall, now Chief of the Rubber 
Branch in the Division of Industry Operations. 


TIRE SURVEY NEARS COMPLETION 


Meeting of Fieldmen’s Needs Depends Upon 
Supply of Camelback to be Available 


A preliminary summary of returns from questionnaires 
sent to the entire canning industry by the Association on 
February 9 seeking information on tire needs of canners’ 
fieldmen has been reported to the Rubber and Rubber 
Products Section, Office of Price Administration, Some 
further returns are expected from canners and these, with 
reports already received, will be used in calculating the 
number of fieldmen’s cars in essential use, together with 
average and total mileage. 

Under the revised tire rationing regulations issued Feb- 
ruary 19 the following eligibility classification was estab- 
lished in List B governing the rationing of recapped or 
retreaded tires and recapping and retreading services: 


“The following vehicles shall be eligible for tires or tubes 
to the extent, and only to the extent provided by chapter V 
of the Tire Rationing Regulations: 

“(a) A passenger car used principally to provide one or 
more of the following transportation services: 

“(3) Transportation of executives, engineers, technicians, 
and workers to and from, or within, such of the following as 
are essential to the war effort: power generation or trans- 
mission facilities, transportation or communication facilities, 
or agricultural, extractive, industrial, military or naval estab- 
lishments ;” 

Canners are advised to take up tire requirements for field- 
men’s cars with their local tire rationing boards. Paragraph 
numbered 3 above should cover the majority of fieldmen’s 
cars used for necessary purposes in connection with canning 
crop production. If any local board does not recognize 
canners’ fieldmen, as included in the language of this para- 
graph or does not class farms as essential to the war effort, 
canners should appeal from the decision of the local board 
to the State tire rationing administrator. 


Very little material has been available during the past three 
months for making of camelback essential to retreading. It 
is expected, however, that a reasonable quantity will be made 
available in the very near future, although it is doubtful that 
the quantity of camelback made available will be sufficient 
to supply the needs of all eligible classifications. Thus, 
even though a canner is properly classified as eligible by a 
local board, the board may be unable to issue a certificate 
to him because of demands for tires from classifications 
considered more essential. 


There is no provision in the tire rationing regulations 
under which canners may obtain new tires for passenger 
car use. The new tire regulations permit rationing only to 
absolutely essential classifications, such as physicians, law 
enforcement officers, and fire-fighting and sanitation services, 


Army to Open Hominy and Bacon Bids 


The San Francisco Quartermaster will open bids March 18 
on 6,000 No. 10 cans of canned Fancy hominy packed in 
wood cases, and 6,000 No. 10's and 10,000 No. 24%'s packed 
in standard commercial cases. On March 24 the Chicago 
Quartermaster will open bids on 6,944 dozen 12-pound cans 
of bacon, to be packed for overseas shipment. 
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Navy to Open Canned Foods Bids April 7 


The Bureau of Supplies and Accounts of the Navy Depart- 
ment will open bids April 7 on canned corned beef, pork 
.luncheon meat, and mincemeat. Deliveries of these items 
are to be made at various naval depots in the following 
quantities:

The Navy has increased from 36,000 to 100,000 pounds 
the quantity of sour pickles for the San Francisco depot 
requested in the invitation for bids scheduled to open April 7, 
and reported in last week's INronmation Letter. The Navy 
also has asked for bids on 200,000 pounds of canned Vienna 
sausage, for delivery at San Francisco. This is in addition 
to the invitation for bids on this product to be opened March 
31 and which also was reported last week. 


FSCC Invites Canned Maine Sardine Offers 


The Federal Surplus Commodities Corporation announced 
March 10 that it again contemplates the purchase of canned 
Maine sardines. The Corporation will receive offers of sale 
of this product on the first and third Mondays of each month 
between now and June 30. Offers may be for any quantity 
in %4-, 34-, or 300-size cans. However, FSCC states in the 
announcement that it prefers the sardines in 34%4-ounce cans 
(\%4-size cans), packed in tomato sauce. 

Purchases of canned foods by agencies of the Department 
of Agriculture and announced during the past week are 
presented in the following table along with cumulative totals 
of these purchases made since March 15, 1941.

The canned vegetables listed in the above table were 
purchased pursuant to telegraphic announcements and not 
under regular or continuing purchase programs. 


Grapefruit Crop Estimated at 41,540,000 Boxes 


The United States grapefruit crop is indicated to be 
41,540,000 boxes, according to the March 1 report of the 
United States Department of Agriculture. The Florida crop 
is estimated at 21,400,000 boxes or 13 per cent smaller than 
the 1940-41 production. The Texas crop is placed at 15,- 
100,000 boxes, or 9 per cent larger than the 1940-41 crop. 
Arizona’s production is expected to total 3,000,000 boxes 
and that of California 2,040,000 boxes. 


SMA Clarifies Use of Emblem on Labels 


As a result of the issuance on January 26 of an announce. 
ment by the Federal Surplus Commodities Corporation con. 
cerning a special emblem designed by Walt Disney for use 
on the labels of United States canned food containers, label 
manufacturers have received inquiries as to whether the 
use of this emblem is obligatory, and what action should be 
taken by canners with respect to its use on labels. In its 
announcement SMA had suggested that the emblem be used 
in connection with new printings of food labels or as 4 
stamp for crates and other containers. 


Correspondence between SMA and label manufacturers 
developed the following understanding regarding the use 
of the design on labels: 


(1) The government has not issued any order requiring 
the use of one-color labels on its purchases of canned goods; 
(2) regular commercial labels may be used, so long w 
they comply with the requirements of the Federal Food, 
Drug and Cosmetic Act; (3) the use of the Walt Disney 
emblem on Lend-lease and other government pur. 
chases, or on regular commercial distribution, is entirely 
optional; (4) persons using the Walt Disney emblem may 
reproduce it in one-color, two-color or three-color designs 
as may be most convenient for the particular label, so long 
as the effect is approximately as contemplated as artist; 
(5) nothing in the - 1y regarding the Walt Disney 
emblem is intended to call for any eennllete demands upon 
the supply of strategic metals, except as may be practicable 
when designing new labels; (6) it is possible that future 
purchase announcements may include provisions requiring 
the use of the emblem on certain commodities for Lend-lease 
use but this is a matter for future determination; (7) the 
primary restriction in the use of the emblem is that it may 
not be associated, through wording, with any particular brand 
of food. It is for general use e on any foods produced 
in the United States of America. 


Hearings Announced on Peach Agreement 


Hearings will be held at Spartanburg, S. C., on March 23 
and at Rockingham, N. C., on March 26, on a proposed 
marketing agreement and a proposed order regulating the 
handling of peaches grown in South Carolina and North 
Carolina. Copies of the proposed agreement and order may

Price Ceilings for Canned Pork Products 


Canned spiced luncheon meat made entirely from pork 
and canned spiced ham were included in a 60-day temporary 
maximum wholesale price order, affecting some 90 per cent 
of all pork products, issued by the Office of Price Admini+ 
tration March 9. The order—Temporary Maximum Priee 
Regulation No. 8—becomes effective March 23. Ceilings 
established by the order are the highest prices that prevailed 
during the five-day period March 3 to March 7, inclusive. 


The order does not apply to sales at retail. However, 
OPA Administrator Leon Henderson stated that should 
present retail price margins rise beyond possibly a slight i» 
crease to reflect replacement-cost, OPA would step into the 
retail picture. 
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Stocks and Shipments of Pitted Red Cherries 


Stocks of pitted red cherries in canners’ hands on March 1, 
1942 were less than one-third of the quantity held on the 
same date last year, according to the Association’s Division 
of Statistics. Shipments during February, 1942 were a little 
more than half the total shipments reported for February, 
1941.

The Sugar Section of the War Production Board, in co- 
operation with other government agencies, is concluding an 
exhaustive study of the world’s sugar supply, under the 
supervision of A. E. Bowman, Chief of the Section. 


Every sugar-producing country in the world outside of the 
Axis powers and those dominated by the Axis are included 
in the survey. “One purpose of the study,” said Mr. Bowman, 
“is to ascertain all the available supplies of sugar, to see 
what we can expect to do about supplying our Allies under 
Lend-lease and also to determine what economies may be 
made in shipping space in the movement of such sugar, and 
what should be done internally in the United States in con- 
nection with the current sugar situation. We want to find 
out how much exportable surplus of sugar exists in any 
country, if any; where it went to normally, and whether it 
could be diverted to assist in the defense efforts of ourselves 
and our Allies. 


“It is the Government's desire to eliminate, as much as 
possible, cross-hauls in the shipping lanes of the world, to 
conserve cargo space and to minimize transit time in ship- 
ping. In this way we can make more ships available for 
the movement of arms and munitions.” 


Fruit and Vegetable Market Competition 


Carlot Shipments as Reported to the Agricultural Marketing 
Service by Common Carriers 


Supplies of green peas on the fresh vegetable market for 
the week ending March 7, 1942 were smaller than for the 
corresponding week in 1941, but supplies of snap and lima 
beans, tomatoes, and spinach were larger, according to the 
Agricultural Marketing Service, as evidenced by carlot ship- 
ments. 

Supplies of citrus fruits also were larger for the week 
ending March 7, 1942, than for the same period a year ago.

Canned Ham Not Covered by “Unfreezing” Order 


Stocks of canned ham, frozen by the February 25 amend- 
ment to the tin conservation order, have not been released, 
although the War Production Board on March 11 released 
stocks of beer and coffee that had been frozen by the same 
amendment. The freezing order had permitted packing of 
certain amounts of beer, coffee and ham, but ordered the 
stocks held. 

Another amendment to the tin order, released at the same 
time, permits the manufacture and use of lithographed motor 
oil cans from plate lithographed before February 11. 


California Wage Board to Meet April 9 


The California Department of Industrial Relations, through 
the Industrial Welfare Commission, has issued a notice of 
meeting of the wage board for the canning and preserving 
industries. The hearing will be held April 9 in the State 
Building at San Francisco. Written and oral testimony 
will be received on the minimum wage adequate to supply 
women and minors the necessary cost of proper living to 
maintain health and welfare. The hearing also will consider 
the hours of work and standard conditions of employment 
demanded by the health and welfare of women and minors. 


Thomas Sanderson, Wisconsin Canner, Dies 


Thomas A. Sanderson, secretary-treasurer and a director 
of the Fruit Growers Cooperative, Sturgeon Bay, Wisc. 
during most of the life of that company, died February 25. 
His death was caused by complications following a heart 
attack last fall. Mr. Sanderson was well known and highly 
regarded by a wide acquaintance of fellow canners. 
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RAW PRODUCTS RESEARCH ACTIVITIES 


Bacterial Fruit and Leafspot Disease of Peach 
Related to Nutrient Deficiencies 


The study being carried on at the North Carolina Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station at Raleigh on the relation of 
nutrient deficiencies to bacterial fruit and leafspot disease 
of peach is of particular interest to canners. This relation 
has been demonstrated in experimental tests for the past two 
years in five orchards located in the Sandhill area of the 
State. The nitrate has been applied to the trees in small 
amounts at frequent intervals during the growing season. 
The seasonal rates of application have ranged from three 
to 12 pounds of nitrate of soda per tree. Bacterial spot was 
severe on the foliage in 1939 and mild in 1940 on trees which 
received no nitrates, compared to mild in 1939 and negligible 
in 1940 on trees which received nitrate. In both seasons 
defoliation was premature and heavy on the low nitrated 
trees, as compared to practically no premature defoliation 
on the heavily nitrated trees; this evidently was related to 
differences in injury by the leafspot parasite. Chemical 
analyses of foliage have shown a greater absorption of ele- 
ments other than nitrogen by the treated trees. Hence, the 
resistance of highly nitrated trees may not be due to greater 
absorption of nitrogen alone. 

Growth responses have been extraordinary from the appli- 
cations of nitrate when measured in terms of (1) length of 
terminal growth, (2) weight of terminal growth, and (3) set 
of fruit buds.

Copper Control of Tomato Blight Improved by Derris 


In Connecticut an experiment on the effect of derris on 
protective value of copper compounds on tomato foliage had 
an unforeseen result. The addition of derris reduced flea 
beetle and indirectly improved control of early blight. The 
copper-derris plots had fewer beetle-feeding punctures, fewer 
blight lesions, and much less defoliation than the copper 
plots without derris. The deleterious action of derris on 
copper effectiveness, recently reported, apparently was over- 
balanced by the beneficial effect of beetle control earlier in 
the season.

Descriptions of Onion Varieties 


Specialists of the U. S. Department of Agriculture, in co- 
operation with others in the Massachusetts State College and 
the experiment stations of California, Ohio, Texas, and Utah, 
have prepared a publication which describes, as accurately 
and definitely as possible, the general form or structure of 
the most important varieties of onions grown in the United 
States in 1938. This publication, seventh of a series dealing 
with descriptions of the principal varieties of vegetables, is 
published in response to the needs of seedsmen, produce 
merchants, vegetable canners and growers, for an adequate, 
accurate, and generally accepted description of varietal 
characteristics. 

Insofar as possible, information also is given on the relative 
importance of varieties for specific purposes and geographical 


regions, on their resistance to diseases and insects, and their 
reaction to different environments. Provided with a knowl. 
edge of the salient features of each variety, the ultimate user 
—seedsman, canner, grower, or shipper—will be able to 
determine intelligently the best variety for his particular

Building of Inventories is Permitted 


Canning and other seasonal industries may build up in- 
ventories in anticipation of peak requirements as a result of 
an official interpretation of Priorities Regulation No. 1 issued 
March 9 by the Director of Industry Operations, War Pro- 
duction Board. 

Priorities Regulation No, 1 requires all producers to keep 
their inventories to a practicable working minimum. The 
interpretation of the inventory restriction section of the regu- 
lation provides that “companies engaged in seasonal opera 
tions will not be considered in violation of the requirements 
if they refrain from hoarding, and if the deliveries which 
they receive for inventory are no greater and no farther in 
advance than those normally accepted in the normal course 
of business to meet anticipated requirements.” 


Marines Invite Cranberry and Applesauce Bids 


The U. S. Marine Corps, Navy Bldg., Washington, D. C., 
has invited bids on 60,000 pounds of canned fancy apple- 
sauce and 5,000 pounds of canned strained cranberry sauce.
